Dear Sir: 


I have yours of the 9th inst. stating that certain bullion forwarded by the Adams Express 
Company for William E. Duffy in 1876 is still in your custody; that you have been requested by 
James W. Kline late Sheriff of Montgomery County New York to deliver this silver to C.P. 
Winegar, who has authorized the American Express Company to receive the same for him and 
that it is claimed that this silver was stolen. 


The safe course for you to pursue is to decline to deliver this bullion until it shall be 
legally determined who is the proper owner thereof. Even a delivery to the person who deposited 
it might not be safe if it should prove to have been stolen and proper notice of this fact having 
been given. 


You were right in refusing to deliver this bullion as requested.
